Berlin—(A*)—A thousand of Ger- 
many's strongest banks, industrial 
firm* and shipping concerns, owing 
properties valued at many billions 
of dollars, stood ready today to 
guarantee with aH their assets the 
Kelcli's business credit abroad- 


A drastic decision of the nation's 


industrial and financial leaders to 
undertake a joint guarantee.of indi 
vidnal foreign credits -was announced 
by Hans Luther, president of the 
Eeichsbank, at midnight after it had 
become apparent during" the day 
that demand for foreign currencies 
continued strong despite the signing 
of the Hoover plan. 


Technically, their action was to 


place at the disposal of the German 
gold discount bank a collateral guar- 
antee of 500,000,000 marks (aboui 
$125,000,000) for -which, the signers, 
each of whom has assets of at leasl 
5,000,000 marks, are responsible. 


Actually, the mere fact that the 


nation's- .greatest firms have unitec 
to underwrite where necessary the 
foreign loans of individual compan- 
ies or banks is expected to restore 
the confidence of foreign lenders in 
the solvency of German business. 


Meanwhile, the gold discount bank 


must borrow the 590,000,000 marks 
abroad, which presumably -will not 
bs difficult on the basis of the collat- 
eral guarantee. 
The same -foreign 


banks who are unwilling to extend 
tha short-term credit of an indivi- 
dual company may be expected to 
take a different attitude toward the 
united security of a thousand firms. 


Reassures Xienders 


Having obtained the loan, the gold 


discount bank then 
coulfi provide 


credit assistance to German con- 
cerns temporarily distressed by the 
sudden calling cf their short-term 
loans. Most important however, is 
the fact that as soon as foreign 
lenders realize that German industry 
is upholding the integrity of private 
debts it is believed they will cease 
caning their loans and capital wll 
flow into Germany instead of out.

beetles. 


Set in a wind tunnel, these models 


show that at 60 miles an hour 
streamlining saves 25 per cent of 
the power required to drive the pres- 
ent shaped train, and at" 90 miles-an 
hour streamlining saves 35 per cent 
of the power. 


Models of trains. now running 


show that at 50 miles an hour one- 
third of their power Is expended in 
bucking air resistance. At 60 mUes 
this increases to 45'per cent, and at 
90 miles to 60 per cent.

resistance at speeds of 90 miles an

A low barometer adds about two 


per-cent to the -power required to 
maintain this speed.

THE WINTER EMERGENCY 
While there is tangible evidence in 


many parts of the country of an im- 
provement in general business condi- 
tions,~there still is the certainty that 
a considerable number of people, in 
Appletoa as well as elsewhere, -will re- 
quire financial help the coming fall 
and -winter. In all probability the 
number that must depend upon help 
from the municipality or from the more 
fortunate citizens of the community 
-will be larger than last winter. Sav- 
ings, which helped many families 
•weather the rigors of last winter, have 
been largely depleted with little or no 
opportunity to replenish the bank ac- 
count during the summer. 


The most frequent mistake in ap- 


proaching the problem of caring for 
the jobless and the needy is the ten- 
dency to wait until the emergency is 
upon us before taking action to com- 
bat it. Last j-ear in Appleton the 
Home Aid campaign was not begun 
until late in the fall, and the dispens- 
ing of money had to start before or- 
ganization for that purpose was proper- 
ly-completed. "While the work last 
year was eminently successful, it is 
probable some mistakes might have 
been avoided if the campaign had been 
started earlier. 


More than a month ago notice was 


served upon the charitable organiza- 
tions which expended last year's fund 


- that the-Home Aid committee, as pres- 


ently constituted, will not be responsi- 
ble -for meeting the -1931 emergency, 
and it -was then suggested that imme- 
diate steps be taken to prepare for the 
coming fall and winter. The commit- 


^ tee was convinced that sufficient time 


should be taken to work out the es- 
pecially difficult "problem this year so 
that there will be assurance of help 
for eveiy family that needs it, and that 
there will be no waste. 


We now are approaching midsum- 


mer and the cold weather of fall and 
winter soon will be here, but thus far 
no definite steps have been taken to 
meet the problem. It has been dis- 
cussed in a desultory sort of way by 
one or two organizations but active 
leadership is lacking. It is high time 
that serious thought be given this 
problem, both by leaders of organiza- 
tions engaged in charitable work and 
by city officers. It is quite probable 
some method of cooperation between 
the municipality and the charitable or- 
ganizations will have to be worked out 
because of the large amount of money 
that will be required and the adminis- 
trative problems involved. Delaying 
consideration may result in a make- 
shift, wasteful arrangement because of 
the necessity for immediate action, 
while on the other hand if it is faced 
now while there still is time, an ideal 
plan may be evolved.

He is Rev. wmiam T. Morgan, 


pastor of the 
First 
Cumberland 
Presbyterian Church of this city, 
who *»««» taken upon himself the task 
of 'rehabilitating unemployed coal 
miners whose families faced starva- 
tion. 


Their jobs are permanently gone, 


he says. There isn't any chance to 
get them back, because times have 
changed. The wider tise of natural 
gas pumped, from. Louisiana fields 
has cut down the consumption of 
coal. Railroads, former large con- 
sumers, have suffered heavily from 
bus and truck competition. Mills and 
factories are turning to hydro-elec- 
tric power. As the result, many 
mines have closed and a number 
have already been abandoned. 


Taught New Trades 


So Dr. Morgan is out to train 


these coal miners, practically none 
of whom, know any other trade, how 
to Tnafra a living for themselves and 
their families at other jobs. 


On a 40-acre tract purchased with 


funds 
donated by 
Birmingham, 


friends, he has put 200 men to work 
on a co-operative farm—because the 
men and their families must be fed 
•while they are going to school. 
These men are growing enough 
beans, tomatoes, peas and other 
vegetables for their current use 
while their women are getting ready 
to can the surplus to feed the colony 
nest -winter. 


Rough buildings are being con- 


structed 
for 
The -various trade 


schools where the miners will be 
taught new vocations, such as car- 
pentry, auto repairing, poultry hus- 
bandry and the like. There, too, the 
women wfll be taught sewing, can- 
ning and cooking. 


Nearby a saw mill has been open- 


ed to provide lumber for the build- 
ings and more lumber for the repair 
of dilapidated houses generously fur- 
nished, by a mine company for hous- 
ing the colonists. 


Learning to Read and Write 


Most Important of all, every man,
